AN ORGANIZED THRIFT EFFORT. 


The State Council of Defense of Illinois has created a Commercial 


Economy Administration for sy stematic promotion of thrift, economy and 


conserv ation in business throughout the State. 
Louis M. Stumer of Chi­ 


cago has been appointed to direct it as State Administrator. 


The Commercial Economy Board’s field will embrace practically ev ­ 


ery thing that comes under the head of conserv ation not now specifically 


cov ered in the work of the Federal Food and Fuel Administrations and 


the State Council’s food production and conserv ation committee, through 


their respectiv e State organizations. 
It probably will ev entually touch 


some phases of the food and fuel business, such as deliv ery serv ice. 


This new activ ity is undertaken in response to requests for action on 


many subjects from the Commercial Economy Board of the Council of Na­ 


tional Defense at Washington. 
From time to time, that body has asked 


State Councils to take on campaigns for “ carry home y our purchases.” for 


cutting down Christmas giv ing and the like, all with a v iew of sav ing time, 


labor and money . 
Opportunities for this kind of conserv ation are so many 


and so v aried that the Illinois Council of Defense has decided to create the 


necessary machinery for sy stematic and continuous attention to all such 


questions. 
Hence, the Commercial Economy Administration. 


Mr. Stumer has been choeen to direct the work because of his long 


ex perience in merchandising and kindred business, and his patriotic en­ 


thusiasm for the task. 


A complete state-wide organization of the Commercial Economy Ad­ 


ministration is in contemplation. 
The particular economy problem to be 


tackled first has not y et been, determined, but among the problems which 


are likely to be put up to Mr., Stumer are the following: 


Release of man power and equipment, and sav ings in fuel and trans­ 


portation, by more efficient operation of businesses. 


Consolidation, co-ordination and restriction of retail deliv ery sy s­ 
tems. 


Application of the “ cafeteria" plan to dry goods and other retail 


stores, by establishing self-s-erv ing departments. 


Substitution of paper napkins for linen in restaurants and hotels. 


Elimination of music fnom hotels and restaurants. 


Elimination of trav eling salesmen from wholesale ar. ! jobbing con­ 
cerns. 


Introduction, through ©ompetent ex perts, of suggestions for efficiency 


and economy by adoption of ^bor-sav ing plans and dev ices. 


Superv ision ov er non-essential building and construction work, both for 
priv ate and public benefit. 


Mr. Stumer ex pects to get into action at once and to dev ote most of 
his time to the work.

THINK DESERTER MAY 


BE IN HIDING HERE 


The following paper read by Mrs. 
Mary Loftu s Bu rke, of Ohio, 111., 
at 
a recent m eeting of the Ohio 
Com­ 
m u nity clu b contains so m u ch m a t­ 
ter v alu able to parents who wish to 
co-operate with teachers in the ed­ 
u cation of th eir children th at Co. 
Su pt. Miller has asked th a t it be 
presented to the readers of T he T ele­ 
graph . 


I hav e been inv ited to present to 
y ou the v alu e of co-operation between 
parents and teachers. 
Now, as this 
is a v ery im portant m atter and one 
in which I am most interested, y ou 
m ay find m e a little leng thy , bu t 
tru st y ou will not consider lig htly the 
su bject u pon which I speak. 
Co-operation is not a new idea 
and at this particu lar tim e it is ou r 
watchword. 
The sad plig ht of ou r 
nation shows u s only too plainly the 
v alu e of co-operation, and the v ery , 
v ery u nhappy resu lts, when ev en 
bu t a few place themselv es in oppo­ 
sition to it. 
Yes, co-operation has 
a mig hty m eaning , and it brings won­ 
derfu l resu lts. 
We hav e co-opera­ 
tion in labor, co-operation in bu si­ 
ness, co-operation in capital, cou nty 
co-operation, state co-operation, na­ 
tional co-operation, co-operation for 
food conserv ation, 
co-operation 
in 
the home, and ev ery one here today 
knows th a t the home wherein co-op­ 
eration does not ex ist is in discord 
most of the time. 
Yet it is really 
su rprising how little co-operation ex ­ 
ists between the parents and tho 
teachers 
of 
ou r 
pu blic 
schools. 
H ere the teacher is not only requ ired 
to stand and work alone in her brav e 
endeav or to m ake honest, honorable, 
intellig ent, u sefu l citizens of y ou r 
children, bu t v ery often is ex pect­ 
ed to do all this handicapped by the 
most absu rd and u nreasonable oppo­ 
sition. 
At present we hav e v ery 
efficient teachers in ou r schools, du e 
larg ely to the fact th a t the ex am in­ 
ations for certificates 
hav e 
been 
m ade so v ery difficu lt, and it is well 
th a t this is so, for it giv es u s teach-! 
ers who hav e either passed these 
v ery difficu lt ex am inations or those 
who 
hav e 
had 
norm al 
training . 
T herefore when we consider that the 
av erag e teacher has spent at least 
fou rteen y ears of her life in prepar­ 
ation for her work, do y ou think we 
shou ld ex pect her to tolerate im pu ­ 
dence and defiance from ill-m anner­ 
ed children? 
No, indeed! 
Neither 
shou ld we ex pect her to teach in a 
dilapidated school bu ilding, with no 
charts, 
no maps, no globe, no book 
cases, 
no books, 
poorly 
heated, 
poorly 
lig hted, 
poorly 
v entilated. 
Personally I consider it an insu lt to 
a self-respecting , refined, edu cated 
y ou ng woman to ask her to accept 
su ch conditions. 
Positiv ely it does 
seem to me— I am speaking of the 
ru ral schools 
in 
particu lar— most 
amazing , th a t parents giv e so little 
attention to the school in which their 
children spend their best day s. They 
know it stands, and has stood for a 
nu m ber of y ears on a certain corner 
of a certain section, and that some 
tim e back they elected as director 
Mr. So-and-So, who knows little or 
nothing abou t school w ork and has 
no tim e to dev ote to school affairs, 
and who is not at all interested in 
or in sy m pathy with what he calls 
these new-fang led ideas. 
No dou bt 
he will also say they are all foolish­ 
ness,— “ W hy , I nev er 
started 
in 
school u ntil after corn picking in 
the fall, and I qu it before planting 
tim e in the spring, and look at me. 
I am m onarch of all I su rv ey . 
Look 
at the fine farm land I own, and it 
was nev er necessary for me to hav e 
th e lig ht shining ov er my left shou l­ 
der, to be able to fig u re how many 
squ are rods in an acre. 
If they 
teach the children to read and write 
and fig u re, th ey ’ll m ake ou t,— I did.”

That there would be fewer pen alties 
for violation s of govern men t food reg­ 
ulation s if people would make more 
use of the public libraries Is the belief 
of the Un ited States Food Ad min istra­ 
tion . 
Do you kn ow the amoun t of sugar 
you are en titled to use a week? 
Do 
you kn ow how to secure your allot­ 
men t of sugar for preservin g? 
Do 
you kn ow the Wn d an d amoun t of 
wheat substitutes you must purchase 
with your wheat flour? 
If n ot, your 
public library caq furn ish this in for­ 
mation . 
In ad d ition to valuable works on all 
subjects from plan tin g crops to the 
gatherin g an d preservation of them, 
public libraries can furn ish in forma­ 
tion on food an d its regulation s which 
are of vital in terest to everyon e. 
Most Illin ois libraries are supplied 
with govern men t bulletin s on food sub­ 
jects such as substitutes for articles 
formerly thought In d ispen sable, meth 
od s of preparin g d ishes in n ovel man 
n ers an d preservation of fruits an d 
vegetables. 
Tea ch Use of Substitutes. 
While the govern men t is, d urin g the 
war, regulatin g an d con trollin g food 
in a man n er n ever before con templat­ 
ed , It is also aid in g the public in fin d ­ 
in g the usefuln ess of various materials 
which have heretofore been but little 
used , an d which, in man y cases, are 
better an d cheaper than the prod ucts 
previously employed for the same pur­ 
poses. 
For In stan ce, a large man ufacturer 
of in k was usin g man y thousan d s of 
poun d s of sugar In makin g the same. 
His supply of sugar bein g en tirely cut 
off, he was compelled to fin d a substi­ 
tute an d was aid ed by the govern men t 
In fin d in g a satisfactory substitute 
which, also, was much cheaper than 
the sugar, while servin g the same pur­ 
pose. 
If you have an y such problem as 
this, go to the public library an d you 
will un d oubted ly be assisted In solv­ 
in g the same. 
If you should d esire to make a “tire­ 
less cooker,” or an “ leeless refrigera ­ 
tor," to raise poultry or hogs, or even 
bees or Belgian hares in your back 
yard ; to d ry vegeta bles, or store 
them; to salt fish or pickle meat; to 
id o all man n er of can n in g 
or preserv­ 
in g; to kn ow what to d o for the in ­ 
fan t’s welfare, or howT to feed the fn m 
1 ly satisfactorily on the “substitutes 
for meat, wheat, fats an d sugar,” In 
fact, to d o almost an ythin g to pro­ 
mote or con serve the n ation al re­ 
sources,'your “home library” will be 
glad to give you the in formation to 
ren d , or the ad d ress of the college to 
which you can write for free litera 
ture on the subject. 


Splendid Opportunities Await Those 
Who 
Are

Assist— 
Should Be Able to Do Some­ 
thing Specific.

What shall she d o, the youn g woman 
at home, who Is n either the mistress 
of the house n or a wage earn er? How 
shall she turn back to the gen eral ac­ 
coun t the care an d schoolin g she has 
had , an d how satisfy the hun gry d esire 
to serve her coun try, which is, than k 
God , as characteristic of our y^mn g 
women as our youn g men ? Every hour 
sin ce the war my telephon e has been 
rin gin g with question s like these. 
Youn g men are captain ed an d gen - 
eraled . 
Expert supervision of their 
patriotic service is at their elbows. 
They have the splen d id in spiration of 
togethern ess, music, ban n ers, should er 
touchin g should er. 
Even wage-work­ 
in g women have a sen se of d irection ; 
they see the work that passes through 
their han d s pushed stead ily to an en d . 
But the youn g woman of brain s an d 
ed ucation - an d leisure must captain 
herself. 
She must fin d her ow*n job 
herself. 
It is all very w*ell for mother to kn it 
» n d roll ban d ages in her spare time, 
which by that process becomes time 
aved . An d though it is n o d oubt high- 
y patriotic to save food at the expen se 
)f time spen d in g, after all, household 
acon on iics can on ly be practiced by 
rhose havin g houses. Red Cross n urs- j 
in g is a privilege of the fit; an d re- 
Itiires a lon g train in g which few can 
‘lther physically or fin an cially afford . 
All these special d uties leave a wid e 
n n rgin of capable women who ache to 
serve. 
In Fran ce an d En glan d the lon e 
woman had n o problem, un less it were 
:he d ifficulty of d ecid in g which of the 
n an y thin gs to be d on e were to ho 
lon e first. But In America labor len d ­ 
ers have warn ed again st cloggin g the 
wheels of war in d ustries with crowd s 
if un skilled women who kn ow n on e of 
:he n ecessities of the wage earn ers. 
This is the wage earn ers’ opportun ity 
ilso, an d n o excess of zeal on our part 
d iould rob them of the chan ce to carry, 
is they are, the n ation al burd en . But 
hat d oes n ot mean that stron g well- 
» d ucn ted youn g women shall have n o 
:>nrt in this war hut the trad ition al 
lan d -wavin g from the balcon y. 
Capacity Going to Waste. 
The first con d ition , however, of the 
roun g woman ’s gettin g a specific thin g 
!o d o is for her to ho able to d o soin e- 
hin g specific. There is a great d eal of 
‘ormless capacity goin g to waste in 
» very commun ity—waste of talen t an d 
waste of skill. An d it is bein g wasted 
n rgely because we have, as a people, 
fallen a little in to the weakn ess of 
iemocrn cles, an d imagin e wo can d o 
lothin g by ourselves. 
We thin k of 
somethin g which seems d esirable to 
mve d on e, an d we rush out an d or­ 
gan ize vast machin es for clean in g the 
streets, when all that was really n eed ­ 
ed was to sweep out our own fron t 
card . Women who wish to fill a place 
n the plan s of the govern men t must 
^rst trim themselves in to some d efi­ 
n ite shape, as clerks, as secretaries, as 
mechan ician s, or what n ot. 
The trouble with much of our Amer­ 
ican life is that It has mad e us like 
those cooks who can cook d elightfully 
mlv so lon g os they have an un limited 
amoun t of the most expen sive mate­ 
rials. We have come to thin k that we 
^an d o very little of an ythin g without 
the most expen sive teachers an d ped a­ 
gogic equipmen t. 
But jt is n ot on ly in food that we 
must econ omize n ow’; we must econ o­ 
mize in skill. In every commun ity of 
3,000, or even less, there is en ough n eg­ 
lected skill to turn all of its un attached 
youn g women in to first-rate workers. 
Take your town han k, for ipstan ce. 
There is an expert accoun tan t there, 
probably eatin g his heart out because 
he is too old or physically un fit for 
field service. 
He would be happy to 
>a ss on his thirty-five years of expert- 
less to you, to he used as the govern ­ 
men t is goin g to have to use women 
ic coun t an t s. 
In your father’s store, very likely, 
here is a man who could make a book- 


tween two fa rms, will ca rry y ou a 
long wa y towa rd 
proficien cy. And the 
code, a nd everythin g y ou learn a bout 
electricity , would be of use to y ou 
should a n opportun ity come your wa y 
la ter to lea rn wireless telegraphy— a 
work which is peculiarly ad apted to 
the sensitive woman . 
The govern men t has alread y open ed 
the motor tran sport service to women . 
If this appeals to you, begin to fit your­ 
self for it n ow. 
There ore a great man y varieties of 
motor tran sport service, but even If 
n on e of the more d ramatic opportun i­ 
ties come to you, there is an impor­ 
tan t service ahead of women In d riv­ 
in g tractors. 
If a woman has an y gift for It at all, 
mechan ical 
d raftsman ship 
Is 
very 
much worth while. 
Govern men t con ­ 
struction plan ts employ man y d rafts­ 
men , an d you would be surprised to 
fin d how much of this you can learn 
from your local architect or frara an y 
man ufacturin g plan t n ear your town . 
Lon g before techn ical schools were 
established 
men 
learn ed 
all 
they 
n eed ed to kn ow by appren ticeship, an d 
the plan I propose to you is simply to 
revert to the earlier, simple method . 
Appren tice yourself to your chohen 
trad e in the person of the most skilled 
workman you kn ow. 
If you d o n ot 
kn ow’ how to choose, moke a cen sus of 
the skills of your town . Fin d out the 
most valuable skill an d save that for 
your coun try. 
On e of the terrible thin gs about war 
Is the loss of this accumulated skill. 
Men spen d years in school an d years 
more in practice, an d then at their 
most useful time are cut off. Make It 
your busin ess to capture an d retain 
some of the thin gs that men have 
learn ed . 
Nobod y will refuse to teach 
you. A man owes his kn owled ge an d 
skill to his coun try as much as lie 
owes his life; all the more If he loses 
his life. 
Ca n Lea rn a t Home. 
Women are the n atural con servera ô f 
civilization . 
It is our d uty to gather 
s up an d hold fast every bit of gain . 
Women are on ly just learn in g what it 
costs men to be proficien t, an d even if 
■ there is n o d efin ite objective in view, 
we could n ot go far wron g in attempt­ 
in g to save somethin g of the proficien t 
man ’s purchase, I have spoken of these 
particular occupation s as bein g d irect­ 
ly con n ected with the govern men t ma­ 
chin e, realizin g somethin g of the hun ­ 
ger of women to be id en tified with it 
as men are. There is a sen se in w’hicii 
an y work which releases a man for 
the fron t is govern men t service; but I 
have particularly wished to poin t out 
how women may fit themselves for n a­ 
tion al service In their own homes. 
There are other thin gs than these, n ew 
open in gs every week, thin gs which ran 
be mastered on the farm or in the 
smallest village. 
You d o n ot, for ex­ 
ample, have to go out of your own 
town to learn how to he a postal clerk. 
There Is in every town a good job 
for somebod y in keepin g in touch with 
the n eed s of the govern men t machin e. 
If you can d o n othin g else, be the co­ 
herer; fin d out from your state officials 
an d from Washin gton all about the 
qualification s, the d ates an d places of 
civil service examin ation s, the jobs for 
w’hleh n o examin ation but merely a 
certificate of fitn ess is required . 
See 
to it that your circulatin g library has 
such books as are n eed ed by stud en ts. 
If your state has a travelin g library, 
kn ow what helps It can give. There Is 
n o real reason why an y American 
should n ot he uhle to learn an ythin g 
he—or she—ppts her min d to. 
There is an other bran ch of patriotic 
service which, though It has n ot been 
d eparfmen tn lly open ed to women here 
as In En glan d , is open 4hrough com­ 
mun ities an d committees to American 
women . This is thp bran ch of the com- 


j missary. It in clud es all sorts of kn owl- 
ed ge supposed to he n ative to the 
gen ius of women , of food buyin g an d 
storin g an d cookin g on a large scale. 
The basis of commissary work is a 
n atural aptitud e for it an d a kn owl­ 
ed ge of food values. 
This you can 
teach yourself at home, makin g a lab­ 
oratory of your kitchen . The rest you 
can learn through commun ity activi­ 
ties in your town , commun ity store­ 
houses, 
commun ity 
kitchen s, 
com­ 
mun ity can n in g clubs an d buyin g clubs. 
Deman d Exceeds Supply. 
The d epartmen t of agriculture can 
supply you with In formation on the 
con d uct of all these en terprises. 
Al­ 
read y the d eman d for In structors In 
these bran ches exceed s the supply. 
An d If the war should surprise us by 
the years it hold s out, there is n c 
d oubt man y of them will be mad e s 
part of the govern men t machin e, just 
as they have been abroad . 
In that 
case the women who will be chosen are 
the women who had the in itiative to 
prepare themselves lon g in ad van ce of 
the n ecessity.

Ov er 2.000 cases of v iolations o f the 
United States Food Administration rul­ 
ings hav e been inv estigated during the 
past three months by the Bureau of In­ 
v estigation and Enforcement operating 
under the Illinois Div ision of the Food 
Administration. 
These v iolators included wholesale 
and retail grocers, owners of ptihllc 
eating places, bakers, and milk and ice 
distributors. 
As a result of these hearings, $10.- 
000 has been turned ov er to the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross by infractors who dis­ 
ciplined themselv es for selling flour 
in excessiv e quantities or without the 
proper amount of substitute, selling 
too much sugar, serv ing more bread 
than they should with meals, exceed­ 
ing their fiour allotment, or ov ercharg­ 
ing for licensed commodities. 
The greatest portion of the con­ 
tributions came from v iolators of the 
50-50 flour ruling and 
the 
limited 
sugar ruling. 
Most of the v iolators proclaimed ig­ 
norance on the changed food rulings, 
and practically till expressed a desire 
to co-operate with the Food Adminis 
tration in ev ery way.

Housewiv es are being urged to can 
all possible fruits and v egetables, but 
to use little or no sugar. 
One of the suggestions is that fruit 
juices be bottled now and made into 
Jellies next winter, when it Is probable 
there will be a more plentiful supply 
of sugar on hand. 
Canning without sugar will be suc­ 
cessful if the Ingredients are cooked 
twice as long as usual. 
Bulletins on scientific methods of 
canning without sugar are Issued by 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture, free of charge, and should 
be ordered by number.

the list of bulletins and the subjects 
with which they deal: 
How to neutralize acid fruit juices 
with carbonate of lime, sterilize and 
bottle without sugar.—Bulletin 859. 
How to sterilize fruit juice without 
sugar, bottle for jelly making, when 
sugar is more plentiful.—Bulletins 839 
and 853. 
How to make a tart fruit butter 
without su gar—Bulletins 853 and 900.

69 shrews 
and three small birds (greenfinches), 
but no game. 
He suggested that owls 
aud hawks should be preserv ed, and 
that rooks and wood pigeons be ruth­ 
lessly exterminated.—London Times.

The original name of the founder of 
the Israelitish race was Abram and 
by a special act of God il was « •htuu<,d 
to Abralmm. In Genesis, Chapter 17, 
v erses 3 to 6. It Is recorded: 
“And 
Abram fell on his face; and God talked 
with him, saying. 
A s for me behold, my 
serv ant is with thee, and thou shalt be 
a father of many 
nations. 
Neither 
shall thy name any more be called 
Abram, but thy name shall be Abra 
ham ; for a father of many nations 
hav e I made thee.” 
This record of the 
change of name 3eems to imply some 
significance or motiv e in it, but scrip 
tural commentators hav e nev er discov ­ 
ered It nor any difference In the mean 
Ing of the two names. 
As the name of 
Abraham's wife was at the same time 
changed from 
Sural 
to 
Sarah 
the 
change of both names may hav e been 
intended to emphasize the solemnity 
of the occasion and the cov enant then 
entered into. 
Genesis 17. v erse 15, 
reads, “And God said unto Abraham, as 
for Saral, thy wife, thou shalt not call 
her name Sarai, but Sarah shall her 
name be.” 


Sun Dial Lo ng Main Timekeeper. 
The sun dial for centuries was the 
main timekeeper of the world, and it 
dates back to some time about 700 B. 
U. 
In Isaiah there is a reference to 
the sun dial, the earliest In existence. 
Here it is: 
“Behold I will bring again 
the shadow of the degrees which is 
gone down in the sun dial of Ahaz ten 
degrees backward.” You may remem­ 
ber that this Incident records the fact 
that King Hezeklah, sick and penitent, 
was shown that he would be restored 
to health again by this miracle in the 
action of the sun dial.

Her Name Linked With Andre's. 
Miss Honoria Sneyd was an English 
lady who at one time was engaged to 
be married to Maj. John Andre, the 
young British officer who was impli­ 
cated in the Benedict Arnold treason 
plot but who jilted him and became the 
second wife of Richard Edgeworth, fa­ 
ther of Marian Edgeworth, the nov el­ 
ist. Before leav ing England for Amer­ 
ica, and while still engaged to Miss 
Sneyd, Andre painted a miniature por­ 
trait of her which he carried with him 
and had on his person when captured. 
After his imprisonment he wrote to a 
friend : 
“1 hav e been taken prisoner 
j by the Americans and stripped of 
! ev erything except the picture of Hono­ 
ria, which I concealed in my mouth; 
preserv ing that I yet think myself for­ 
tunate.” 
Andre was executed October 
2, 1780, but his engagement to Miss 
Sneyd hud been broken some time be- 
I fore. Marian Edgeworth was the daugh­ 
ter of Richard Edgeworth by u first 
marriage, aud after the death of his 
* first wife, he married ilpnorlu Shov el.
